Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

During a telephone interview with the applicant's representative, Mr. Bonini argues that the aperture in the protective 
carrier of the instant invention is different from the aperture in the basket of Tilton because it permits the fluid to flow 
into the protective carrier in such ja manner that the workpieces will not substantially deform. The examiner asserts 
that the functional language of permitting fluid flow into the protective carrier does not structurally limit the claims and 
does not distinguish the aperture of the invention over that of Tilton. Mr. Bonini further argues that the protective carrier 
is localized at the tank in the instant invention whereas the basket of Tilton is moved from tank to tank. The examiner 
responds that the word "localized" is broadly interpreted to mean in the vicinity of the tank, and therefore the 
positioning of the basket of Tilton would still read on the instant claims. Mr. Bonini proposes amending the claim such 
that the aperture would delay the fluid flow would make the application allowable. The examiner would further consider 
and/or search the amendment upon receipt of the applicant's official amendment.
